Desiring to better their way 
of life, many followed. After the War Between the States was over, many more came because they had 
lost everything and the military rule, carpetbaggers, etc., had all but destroyed their identity and personal 
dignity. The so-called Reconstruction with Federal military rule lasted more years than most of us realize. 
In fact, Georgia did not regain statehood until 1877, and according to first-hand information, life was 
pretty unbearable during that time.

Ephesus Primitive Baptist Church of Jesus Christ was formed at a meeting at the home of Jesse Wilson in Lacy, Drew County, 
Arkansas on the 27th day of July 1861. Jesse Wilson was chosen first Church Clerk. The original church record book was 
a ledger apparently used by Mr. Wilson. There are numerous names on pages in the front of the book with debits and credits 
recorded. Also included are names written on the flyleaf pages and margins, dates are given where they are listed. Some pages 
were cut out of the book. These names are on the remainder of the pages.

1. Our minister shall be our moderator, unless circumstances make it necessary to choose one in which case the members 
present shall nominate one. 

2. It. shall be the duty of the moderator to invite visiting brethern of our faith and standing to scat with us. 

3. To open the door of the church for the reception of members. 

4, To inquire for reference of any matter that may be in order to come before the church. 

5. It shall be the duty of each white male member to fill his seat on regular conference days and on failing to do so for the 

third offence he may be cited to the church to show cause why he persist in such a cause of neglect. 

Any member wishing to speak to another in debate shall rise from his seat and address the moderator and shall not be 

interrupted while speaking unless he departs from the subject or use unbecoming language. 

No male member shall absent himself from the conference without leave of the church. 

No member shall speak more than three times on the same subject without leave of the church. 

. Every motion made and seconded shall be put to the church, except withdrawn by the maker. 

Q. It shall be the duty of all the members to attend communions and take their scats wither they comune or not. 

1. Any person talking or idle wandering about in times of communion at conference shall be subject to a rebuke by the 

moderator. 

12. These rules shall be subject to an alteration at any time by a majority of the church.
